doctor said that when dcity be- 
came overcrowded, new areas had 
to be'taken in, New lots had been 
sold for building purposes close to 
the confines of the city, These 
lots were outside the Board’s 
Practical sanitary control. 
object of the motion .was ‘to re- 
gularise the matter and put these 
outside areas under the same con- 
trol as'the city itself... He agreed 
that if the sanitary areas were re- 
arranged a larger staff would be 
required, and he thought the Board 


teen staff.” 


‘| would be justified*in asking for 


additiona! men, ‘particularly. an- 
other Assistant Medical Officer of 
Health. 

In seconding, Mr. C, G, Alabaster 
said he would like to see the whole 
bof thé Colony divided into health 
districts. The activities of .the 
Departnient ought”not to be con- 

ned'to a few crowded districts, 

The Chairman replied that the 
Department could.not accept: the 
motion exactly: as it stood.’ If they 
did it would be an accusation that 
they were not keeping pace with 
the needs of the Colony, and a 
reflection upon the Board’s 
activities of the past. It seemed 
lo him that as .a’ general ‘rule the 
Board had confined themselves to 
European style ‘houses, ‘A good 
example was Aberdeen, where 
they had side by sfde the ordinary, 
village house, with which the 
Board had not previously ‘interfer- 
ed, and-large tenements of ‘the 
urban style. When such houses 
were put up in any numbers, there 
was no doubt the Board must take 
‘action. 

Mr. Smith submitted that they 
were keeping pace with the spread 
of the city. In 1915 there, were 30 
inspectors; in 1920, 33, and the 
number had increased year. by 
year anes now there. were 40. 

Dr. W. Pearse (Medical 
officer of of Health) said that when’ 
he first came to the Coldny there 
were only two health districts in 
Kowloon as compared with six 
now,.and in Hongkong there were 
10, whereas there were It now, 
and with Shaukiwan'and Aberdeen: 
the number wauld be increased to 
13. That made ‘Ig {inspectors as 
compared with 12 some 1§ or 16 
years ago. 

Dr.’ Koch withdrew his resolu 
tion adding that he was sorry the 

hairman should think it 
reflected on the Department. It 
was not his intention to do any 
such thing, but rather to increase 
the efficiency of the Department. 
The-population had increased out 
of all proportion to’ the increase 
inthe number of inspectors, and 
he certainly thought that not only 
did they require a larger staff of 
sanitary inspectors, but a. third 
assistant medical officer as well. ' 
, Dt. Koch then. asked:—(i.}
